The detonations heard 
from the direction of the river indicate that MiG-15s either dropped bombs 
over the firing range or discharged rockets. However, no bombs or rockets have 
30 far been observed on HiG-1Ss.

Tetailed descrirticn of the night Flying conducted at the field shows that 

the Kusslans use searchlights extensively to facilitate the Vandinr and orien- 
tation of their aircraft, 


ae o Coservations made on 16 and 17 October indicate that all-weather 
ightes are only made in the form of circles over the field. These flichts 
are made with extended landing gears in order not to distract the pilot's 
attention from the blind flyinr instrument vanel, 


Lr omen The AAA emplacement at the sonthern edre of Ale Loennewitz 
airfield were previously known. The AAA emplacement west of the hangars is 
reported for the first time and therefore requires confirmation.
